-The word ■prollf has a sinister connota- 
tion for them. The word 'buslncsa' is suspect. 
'Corporation' Is clerinltcly antl-aoclal. and 
'dividend' Is something that used to be wrung 
out or the hlde.<i of the working atltrs but 
which will be definitely extra-legal come the 
revolution." 

All of which points up an anomaly. Mo.st 
Americans are conscious of the pleasant and 
unmatched fruits of living that the Iree en- 
lerprl.se sy.stem brings. But they .suspect the 
people who operate the system. The very t«rm 
"free enterprise." has come to be somewhat 
scornful and opprobrious. 

In many Industries the lack of common 
purpose, sympathy and understanding be- 
tween front office and plant Is notorious. 
This has led to n similar lack between man- 
agement and public. One result la a vague 
groping toward state socialism and more gov- 
ernment control. thouRh the groper has iTb 
assurance that more control would mean 
more efficiency, more justice, or more com- 
fort. 

Big business has Iti share of bigots !\nd 
acoundrels. But as a cla.ss of human beings 
big businessmen are certainly no more vil- 
lainous than farmers or labor leaders or 
school teachers. Then why their unhappy 
reputations? 

Perhaps one reason la that al! the millions 
apent by business on advertising and pub- 
licity doesn't tell the most Important story. 
Perhaps there l.s too much attention given to 
outselling competitors, to cool, careful, accur- 
ate financial statemenW and pie charts show- 
ing how the company's dollar Is spent. Per- 
haps, as Mr. Patrick says, bu-slness ought to 
speak over the back fence Instead of from 
an ivory tower. 

In spite of all the hlgh-prlced drives and 
campaigns of bu.slne.ss advertising, the anti- 
free enterprises are much the better slogan- 
eers. You don't need documented proof to 
about "monopoly" or "greedy capitalist" or 
"human rights above property rights," but It 
certainly Is effective. 

So many Americans have the Idea that 
profit la a sin; that the men who run busi- 
nesses, make profits and create Jobs are ef- 
ficient but untrustworthy; that our high liv- 
ing standard, high employment and high 
- wages have been wrung from greedy capital- 
ists by the people's champions In bitter bat- 
tle; that government control o( business will 
bring Utopia. 

The ]ob lor business, then, would seem to be 
a broad, continuing, almost Informal pro- 
gram of education and explanation. This 
might include a declaration of humane be- 
liefs and good accomplishments, backed by 
more emphasis on self-regulatlon. It wouldn't 
be necessary to get mad or out-shbut the op- 
position, but Just to tell the story simply, 
humanly and honestly through all mediums 
of expression from a full-page ad to a aide- 
walk conversation. 

The free enterprise system Is challenged aa 
never before. If more people really under- 
stood It. surely more would approve and sup- 
port It. —

Reads this booklet of Joyful Implication: 
"Tomorrow, the problem will be" to devise 
ways and means to meet competition on ev- 
ery- side. For America (aces a new era of 
travel and business expansion." 

It then goes on to stress, on & "check list 
of sfeles made or future business lost": Tho 
smart appearance and cordial manner of the 
room clerk; the neatness, courtesy, and effi- 
X clency of the bellboy and elevator girl; and 
the friendliness of the telephone operator. 

If individual hotels take the a«aoclatlon 
seriously, here Is what you may expect from 
th* room clerk when next you register at a 
hostelry: "Your room clerk la pleased to see 
you; he has the attitude of expecting—not 
Just anyone— ibut you. Ho makes you feel wel- 
come and that both he and the hotel are 
tbere to aerve you." -■ . . -
